EXT week the public can 

expect Government — to 
relonse = report on 
futuro of brondcasting 
Hongkong—a subject that 
lends itself to interesting

What Government should, or 
should not do, about Radso 
Hongkong (iuropean and 
Chinese sections) has beea 
intermittently discussed for 
several years past. Many 
suggestions have been 
made. For example, that 
the station should be com- 
mercialined, thus providing 
much needed revenue for 
improved programmes, that 
Government should = farm 
out the atation; (hat more 
fully trained — personnel 
should be employed to 
organise and run the pro- 
Rrammes; that “something 
bo done” to pep up the 
Programmes, and 80 on. 

For the most part the views 
expressed represented in- 
dividual tastes, preferences 
and dislikes, but the sum! 
total helped to convince 
Government that a thorough 
survey should be made of 
the Coluny’s broadcasting, 

, ond the result of those 
deliberations willl be re- 
ceived with conaiderable 
interest.

‘May Help 
Yo Conquer 
Blindness 


Philadelphia, 

An electronic device that 
may mark aio first modest 
advance towards’ conquerin 
blindness. has been satonted 
by Dr Denman Shaw, a 38- 
year-old member of the ataff 
at the Albert Einstein Medical 
Centre. 


The instrument, which would 
substitute for the cye and optic 
perve by stimulating the visual 
comre of th: brain by elcctrival 
impulses, has not yet been test- 
ed on a blind person. 


Its inventor, Dr Shaw, has 
made no extravagant claims, bul 
he hopes that bis device will 
enable a blind person, at least 
in some cases, to “see” flashes 
of light. Further improvements, 
he believes, may permit the 
sightless to recognise shapes and 
vague images in their Immediate 
surroundings. 


The importance of the {nven- 
tion, other scientists agree, docs 
net He in {ts immediate _ per- 
formance. They hope, rather, 
that it will sthmulate — rescarch 
in electronics and surgery 
to the stege where eventually it 
could produce a worlsable device 
tu restore sight to some victims 
of blindness. 


Operation Needed 


Dr Shaw’s system involves ao 
surgical operation in which a 
plastic socket would be inserted 
in the skull of the blind person, 
Etectrode “terminals” would be 
“plugged” into the socket to 
carry the electrical stimulus 
directly to the brain. He hopes 
it may also be possible to oper- 
ate his system by applying the 
eiectrodes to the outside of the 
skull, at least in some cases, 


The device itself 1s powered 
by a small battery. One of its 
estertial parts is a photoelectric 
cell, or phototube, which emits 
electrons when exposed to light 
reflected from an object near 
the blind person—China Mail 
Special.

New Chemical 


YOOD news Ino the 
aguingt tuberculosis. 

A chemical which may pre- 

vent this disease — in- persons 

who ure “tuberculin positive’ js 

being tested here by the United 
States Publle Health Service. 


Translated, “tuberculin posi- 
tive” means any putlent whose 
skin becomes inflamed in re- 
sponse to a tiny dose of kliling 
tuberculosis bacilll, thus show- 
Ing that the patient cilher hus 
acuive tuberculosis or has re- 
covered from a TB infection. 
The aim of the new chemical, 
called INH (tsonicotinie acid 
hydraaide) ts quite simply — to 
prevent the dangerous spread of 
the disease in u patient.

According to the US Depart- 
mem of Public Health's chiof 
TB research doctor, only a small 
dose of INH (a pill the alze of 
un ospirin tablet) once a week 
will be sufficient to give protec- 
tion to the group of people 
most Ukely to contract TB— 
namely, the “tuberoulin posi- 
tives.” 


Voice Energy. 


AST week I was privileged to 
be in at the birth of ome of 
the most remarkable  develop- 
ments of radio for many years.

Mr Molotov talked  con- 
tinually about the “social 
uchievements” of the East

“mechanical” result—they 
would jeopardise these 
achievements, . 

Mr Molotov was evading 
the facts, -for he is well 
aware that the East Ger- 
man Communist regime ts 
so unpopular with the 
people that free elections 
would sweep it away. To 
call such a result ‘mechani. 
cal” is not helpful. Mr 
Molotov is also well aware 
of the large number of 
East Germans who have no 
wish to share in the “social 
achievements” he claimed 
for the Communist Grote- 
wohl Government.

Even while he spoke the 
number of refugees was 
rising.

These views: would have 
satisfied Hitler and Himmler 
ns much as they please Ulbricht 
and Grotewohl. They may 
make good sense to the Nazi or 
Communist functlonary, but 
they make nonsense of educa~ 
tion as distinct from indoctrina- 
tlon. Certainly such intellectual 
Tubbish cannot be called 
“social achievement.” 

I doubt whother Mr Molotov 
ie really as naive as he pretended 
tc be. He cares remarkably 
Ifttie, I should think, for the 
“social achievements” of any 
of the countries the Russians 
control or bully, He ts mainly 
concerned ‘to buttress Soviot 
power, and there Is nothing In 
the “spirlt of Geneva” that can 
curb this concern, 

All his ‘talk about — social 
achlevements, like his anger ot 
Western “aggressiveness,” js an 
elaborate cover for deeper, more 
secret fears, He knows that if 
the East Germons were given o 
chance to throw off thelr 
stackies, other nations would 
follow suit, or at least try to do 
60.

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Who Said The World Is Round? 


HERE is so much talk, these days, 
T about space travel and other 
planets, that it makes a pleasant 
change to come down to arth some- 
times and consider some of the in- 


teresting thinga we know about our own 
world. 


Lyric writers would be horrified if 
we robbed them of their favourite line 
about the sun “sinking in the West” but, 
strictly speaking, of course, it is the 
Earth which is coming up, “Turning on 
its axis,” as our geography master used 
to say. 


Most people think the Earth is shaped like 
an orange, But that idea gives some scientists 
the pip. They say the Earth is drying up 
gradually, and, in the process is changing its 
shape to a (¢trahedron—a pyramid with four 
faces. Solld land juts out at the South Pols, 
but in the Arctic, at the other end of the world, 
there {s sea, and the land areas of the Earth 
form, as it were, three faces—America, Europe 
and Africa, eastern Asin ond Australia .., i 
you see what they mean.

The Earth docsn’t always rotate at the 
same speed, cither.
